In this article I wish to deal with 
the record of Henrich Staring in po- 
litical and military affairs to give 
some of his family genealogy and al- 
so to deal with incidents in his life 
that will add zest to the story and 
thus bring out more clearly the stur- 
dy character of this astute politician, 
Lieut. Col. in the Militia, and later 
the first or chief Judge of the Court 
of Common Pleas for Herkimer 
county.

Staring was the son of Nicholas Star- 
ing and Maria _ Catherine. Said 
Nicholas Staring was probably the 
brother of Johan Adam Staring who 
married Anna Maria Lifenius a wi- 
dow, and was the son’ of Johann 
Niclaus Staring of Wonsheim, Coun- 
ty of Alzay in the Palatinate. 

W. L. Stone says that Judge Hen- 
rich Staring was the son of Adam. 
If that be so what is the meaning of 
the J. in the Judge’s signature and 
the Jos: and the J: in the church 
records. In other cases these abbre- 
viations seem to and do stand for the 
father’s name. 

Now Mr. Editor when I wrote my 
article last May 22, 1929 I had no 
idea of writing a complete genealogy 
of the Staring family. We have in 
our Hess family some descendants of 
Frederick Hess and Maria Staring 
who have applied for membership in 
the D. A. R. but have been refused 
because they are not recorded in 
Stone’s book of Starings. So I started - 
in to find out if the book was in- 
fallible and I am sorry to say it has 
little to commend it excent that it ic 
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when you needed a few more votes 
appoint a Justice of the Peace. This 
condition continued as late as 1821 
when due to a fight between the 
“Bucktails” and the Gov. DeWitt 
Clinton, “Clintonians” “Gideon Haw- 
ley was dismissed by the Council of 
Appointments as Superintendent of 
Schools for New York state after 
nine years service. He had organized 
the state into districts and in 1818 
he reported 5000 schools thus organ- 
ized with upwards of 200,000 pupils 
from four to six Mo’s. His salary 
was three hundred dollars per year.’ 
I suppose this princely salary was 
needed for one of the faithful. 

Now will some one locate this 
“Public House” i. e. Tavern that 
Judge Henrich Staring kept in 1792. 
“Henry Staring Esquire bought lot 
No. 35, 100 acres in the Crosby Man- 
or Nov. 16, 1791 for 100 pounds, of 
Chas. John Evans of Brooklyn in 
Kings Co., N. Y. Gentleman, and 
Agatha his wife and Edward Gould 
of the City of New York, Merchant, 
lawful Attorney for Sir Chas. Gould 
of Great Britain”, etc. Deed recorded 
in Utica. This lot he gave to his 
sons Henry and John undivided in 
his will. In a future article I shall 
trace some of these land transfers 
which will, I hope help to show how 
Henrich Staring came into possession 
of all of the land he willed to his 
sons. W. L. Stone would have you 
believe that “he left 6000 acres to 
his children. This has been copied 
in a D. A. R. record and I understand 
accepted. The girls as shown by his 
will got nothing, and the land the 
sons got totals less than six hundred 
acres, nearer 550 acres and by the 
way the lots were recorded in the 
will they must have been mostly 
woodland, and the fact that he paid 
only 100 pounds (about $250) for 100 
acres in the Crosby Manor would 
show that it was unimproved. 

Wow be it remembered that on July 
4th, 1772 the Crosby Manor was sold 
for quit rent at the Albany Court 
House by the Albany Co. Sheriff and 
Matthew Fisher bid off the 19000 
acres in Herkimer Co. Now was the

Kast patent also sold 
(The Crosby Manor 
rounds the Kast patent). Otherwise 
how do you account for this. Feb. 
27, 1789 Mathew Fisher and Marte 
Beekman, City of Albany sell to 
Henry Staring Mont. Co. farmer for 
71 pounds 4 shillings, Lots one and 
nine in the Kast patent containing 
89 accres and 1 rod. Map made by 
John Van Buren, Hendrick Frey, and 
Peter Yates Commissioners. Lot No. 
9 was in Ist allotment and Lot No. 1 
was in 2nd allotment. On Feb. 12, 
1795, Henry J. Staring and his wife 
Elizabeth sell to Nicholas H. Staring 
for 50 pounds this same lot No. one 
in second allotment and also Lot iv. 
2 in second allotment. Why = did 
these Commissioners make a map? 
Were they Commissioners of seques- 
tration and did the State take this 
Kast Patent for Quit Rent and re- 
allot it. Otherwise why this first 
and second allotment business. When 
William Fox and his wife Margaret 
Kast sold this whole Kast paten. 
1190 acre to John 'Thompson “a_trad- 
er_in Albany” May 27, 1765 for 117 
pounds 10 shillings subject to quit 
rent, payable on the 25 of March ev- 
ery year, there was some back reni 
due. 


I hope in time to be able to trace 
the lots in this Kast patent from its 
date June 22, 1724, step by step right 
down to the time that Henrich Star- 
ing willed them to his sons, You 
may say why all this fuss? Well to 
see if Henrich Staring bought all 
his land or just part of it and if he 
inherited any of it and if so who 
from. Thus may be we may settle 
the name of his father. Also sink 
for all time the “yarn” that he mar- 
ried 2 daughter of “old George Kast”, 
young George Kast or any othe: 
George Kast because neither one of 
them ever owned an acre in the Kast 
patent.

Hardin’s 
Herkimer county (I will not 
vouch for its accuracy) says: “Adam 
Staring it is said kept the earliest 
tavern in the Town of Schuyler of

Now 
was this before or after the Revolu- 
fon? It would seem to indicate that 
was after. What Fort is he talk- 
g about? Was this Adam Staring 
lhe father of Henrich Staring?

In the nine articles so far on the 
Staring family I have had in mind 
he clearing up of some of the mis- 
jakes made in regard to the Staring 
family in general but especially as to 
the marriage of Henrich Staring 
ho married Elizabeth Hess Oct. 2, 
1764 (ch. rec.) Now I would like to 
deal with some military and Revolu- 
ionary war and other records which 
I have collected from Washington, D. 
©. and in Albany and other original 
sources in order to aid in the getting 
f a better line on the genealogy. 

The first military record that I find 
was during the French and Indian 
yvar. I find recorded in Capt. Marx 
Petry’s Co. of militia on Feb. 26, 
1757, the names of Joseph Staring, 
Philip Staring, and Frederick Star- 
ing of “ye Burnetsfield”. On May 
Sth, 1767 I find the names of Adam 
Nicholas, Joseph, Adam Nich., Hen- 
jrick, Adam Joseph, John and Peter 
Staring, all in Conrad Frank’s Co. of 
“ye Burnetsfield” German Flatts on 
the south side. There were no Star- 
line name in Capt. Marx Petry’s Co. 
May 9th, 1767 on the north side. 

Now __I found recorded in Utica; 
that Adam J. Staring (who I assume 
ko be the above Adam Joseph) bid 
| ff at Sheriff’s sale on June 26, 1773, 
| Alexander White sheriff, “land pos- 
jiessed by Wm. Cunningham, Andreas 
cunningham and John Cunnigham of 
Surnetsfield on the German Flatts”, 
jztc., "270 acres, money owing to Peter 
}Remsen (dead) and the widow and 
j:xecutor demand payment and Adam 
IT. Staring was the highest bidder,

in Marx Petry’s Co. on May 9th, 1767. 
Now on Aug. 28, 1792, Adam J. Star- 
ing sells this lot to Samuel Dexter, 
“farm situate on the north side of the 
Mohawk river in the town of Herki- 
mer, Catherine Staring his wife ap- 
pears and signs before John Frank 
one of the Judges of the court of 
Sommon Pleas for Herkimer Co.” 
“Adam J. Staring signs before Henry 
Menry Staring Esq.” Deed recorded 
Sy Jonas Platt March 15, 1798. Now 
{ find a Revolutionary war pay roll 
signed by Henrich Staring Capt. on 
April 30, 1781, on which is the name 
of Adam J. Staring as private, service 
was for 14 days in Nov., 1779. Speak- 
ing about Adam and “having the 
record so it can be traced perfectly” 
let me submit some war records on 
the Adams Starings that I have 
from Washington, D. C. viz. to show 
the ease in doing it. The records of 
this office show the following servic- 
es in the Revolutionary War: 


“Adam Staring. His name appears 
on an undated receipt roll as a pri- 
vate in Klock’s Regiment of New 
York Militia which shows that on 
June 25, year not shown (it was 1786. 
fi. W. H.) he received for his servic- 
es a certificate amounting to one 
pound, 3 shillings and 1 pence.” 

Adam Staring (also born as Star- 
cing), sergent, Captain Michael Itigg’s 
Company in Colonel Peter Bellinger’s 
Regiment of New York Militia, Ger- 
man Flatts District in the County of 
Tryon, whose tours of duty are en- 
umerated as follows: To Johns Town 
Ieb. 7, 1776, 3 days, for Albany, Oct. 
10, 1776, 2 days on guard at ye house 
of Frd. fox Oct. 17, 1776. 5 days. Gen. 
Herkmar’s Battle, August 6, 1777, 8 
days: also service in June, July, Au- 
gust, September and October, 1778, 
63 days (year of Brant and Butler’'s 
raid), as a sergent in Captain Hein- 
rich Staring’s Company same regi- 
ment, 4 days in July, 1779 and 14 
days in November, 1779. The records 
also show an Adam Staring as a 
private in the last named company 
for 14 days in November, 1779. (Note, 
have seen this pay roll and this is 
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a different Adam Staring. H. W. H) 
The records show an Adam Staring, 
Sergent in Captain Frederick Frank’s 
Co. same regiment, 19 days in 1779 
and 7 days in 1780. (I have a pho- 
tostat copy of this pay roll and it 
may be the same Serg. Adam Star- 
ing, as in Capt. Staring’s Co. H. W. 
H.) The records show also an Adam 
Staring, a sergent in Captain Her- 
ter’s company, same regiment, Fort 
Dayton, June 1, 1779 also 6 days in 
August, year not stated. Adam Star- 
ing, rank not shown, appears on a 
pay roll of Captain Huber’s com- 
pany, dated May 9, 1778 which shows 
19 days. another pay roll of Cap- 
tain Huber’s company, dated Bornots 
Field, June, 1779, shows 4 days ser- 
vice. It cannot be determined from 
the records of this office whether 
these services were all rendered by 
one and the same person.” The pho- 
tostat copy of Capt. Frank’s Co. also 
shows an Adam Staring Ensign who 
served 19 days in 1779 and 12 days in 
780. This same Adam A. Staring 
served as ensign in Captain Michael 
Ittig’s Company Bellinger’s Regi- 
ment, New York Militia, 60 days ser- 
vice for various periods during June, 
July, August, September and Octo- 
ber, 1778, 5 days service in Captain 
Heinrich Staring’s company same 
regiment in November 1779. (This 
is all one person and appears to be 
Adam Staring Jr. H. W. H.) 


I also find that Adam Staring, Sr. 
his name spelled as Attam Stahring, 
Sr. served under Col. Peter Bellinger, 


I also find George Stahring in the 
regiment. Now from Washington, 
D. C. “George Staring, rank not 
shown, Captain Gerret Putnam’s 
Company, in Colonel John Harper's 
Regiment of New York Militia (they 
were Levies. H. W. H.) in the year 
1780. The period of his service is not 
shown but it appears that two cer- 
tificates for his services were trans- 
ferred and received by George 
Klock. The book called “The Ar- 
chives of the Revolution” gives Geo. 
Staring as a prisoner from Oct. 21, 
1780 to May 21, 1783. He waz then 


in Capt. Putnam’s company of Ley- 
ies. This shows that George Star- 
ing had been transferred from Col. } 
Peter Bellinger, Regt. of Militia to | 


the Levies and was taken prisoner | 
while he was in service in Capt. Put- | 


nam’s Co. in Col. Harper’s Regt. of 
Levies. He is also recorded under 
the name Starring in this company. 
Washington says that “Peter Star- 
ing (surname also’ borne as Star- 
ring), a private in Capt. Michael It- | 
tig’s company, Hight days service at | 
General Herkmar’s Battle, August 6, | 
1777, also 63 days during the months 
of June July, August, September and 
October, 1778. (Note—This was the 
year of Brant and Butler’s raid when 
they did so much property damage at 
German Flatts. H. W. H.) and he was 
a member of Captain Frederick 
Frank’s Company, same regiment, 28 
days, in 1779 and 17 days in 1780.” 
Now get this next point. “The re-| 
cord goes on to say that an order 
addressed to Colonel Peter Bellinger 
and dated at Fort Herkimer, Mar. 9,| 
1785 and signed by Attam Staring, Sr.) 
directs payment for his service and’ 
those of his sons George and Peter, 


be paid to Frederick Fox.” 


There now I think I have made; 


some progress on this line anyway. 
Now the Adam mentioned as_ in) 
Klock’s regiment and getting a cer- 
tificate, etc., had to make his mark! 
and it was witnessed by Cornelius| 
Beekman. I have copy and the cer- 
tificate was No. 19072 and dated June’ 
25, 1786. This may be the Adam, 
Staring of Oppenheim, whose wilt is) 
recorded in Fonda, N. Y. and probat-+ 
ed 1814. Have not had time to stud 
this will yet. We also have: “Jan. 5, 
1785. Please to deliver to James 
Yule the notes due me for services 
done in your Regt. of Militia during) 
the late war and your compliance 
will much oblige, Your Humble Ser- 
vant, Adam Staring. To Col. Peter 
Bellinger. I copied this also in Al4 
bany. | 
So far then, we have from the wal 
records one Adam (Attam) Staring, 
Sr., family not mentioned by W. Ly 
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Stone, with two sons George and 
Peter, also the Adam A. Staring, Jr. 
Ensign in Capt. Ittig’s and Capt. 
Irank’s and Capt. Henrich Staring’s 
companies. I have a photostat copy 
of Capt. Frank’s Co. for the years 
1779 and 1780 with Adam Staring as 
Ensign. Stone says that “Adam 
Staring served as Ensign in Capt. 
Henry Staring’s Co. “his father’s Co.” 
Now the son of Capt. Henrich Star- 
ing was not born until Aug. 27, bapt. 
28, 1782. Rather young Ensign. The 
confusion seems to have grown out 
of claiming that all of the Henry 
Starings in the Revolution were 
captains. Further more if Adam A. 
Staring Ens. was the son of some 
Henry Staring, what does the A. 
stand for? I will deal further with 
these Adam Starings urder their 
genealogy. 

One singular thing shows up in 
these war records from Washington 
which says: “The name Valentine 
Staring has not been found on the 
records on file in this office of the 
New York soldiers in the Revolu- 
tionary War.” But the book called 
“The Archives of the Revolution” 
says that a Valentine Staring died 
July 17th, 1782, “Ixilled in action.” He 
probably died of wounds received at 
the “Battle of Fort Herkimer” on 
July 15th, 1782 at the time that Au- 
gustinus Hess Sr. was “Killed in ac- 
tion.” Why is it that none of our 
county historians have reported the 
results of this battle?

In this article 1 wish to deal furth- 
er with the militia and other Revo- 
lutionary war records, also ‘other re- 
cords of some more members of the 
early Staring families. Quoting fur- 
ther from the records from Washing- 
ton, D. C. “the records of this office 
show the following services in the 
Revolutionary War: Nicholas Staring 
(surname also borne as Starring) Sr.; 


private in Captain Ittig’s Company, 


in Colonel Peter Bellinger’s Regiment 
of New York Militia of German 
Flatts District in the County of Try- 
on. His tours of duty are enumer- 
ated as follows: “On guard at ye 
house of Frd. fox, Otc. 17, 1776, 5 
days. Gen. Herkmar’s Battle, Au- 
gust ye 6, 1777, 4 days: (Note—they 
pay some for 8 days and others for 
4 and 6 days in this Battle. “How 
come?”) “service is also shown for 
various periods in August and Sep- 
tember, 1778 a total of 31 days.” In 
1779 he appears to have served in 
Captain Frederick Frank’s Company, 
same regiment, for 14 days, and in 
1780 for 10 days and as a member of 
Captain Small’s Company same regi- 
ment in 1780, 1 day.” I am inclined 
to think that there is some confusion 
here, because I have photastat copy 
of Capt. Frank’s payroll and aside 
from the days given above, there is 
given another Nicholas (both names 
spelled Nicolaus) who served 5 days 
in 1779 and 0 in 1780. Now this 
name is given in the latter part of 
the roll along with Augustinus Hess, 
Sr. and other seniors who served this 
same amount of time during these 
years. “The name Nicholas N. Star- 
ing (i. e. Jr.) is borne as a private on 
the rolls of Captain Michael littig’s 
Company, same organization, which 
shows service at various periods in 
July, August, September and October, 
1778, a total of 52 days.” Now since 
the name of this Nicholas Jr. does 
not appear in this record for Capt. 
Frank’s Co. for 1779 and 1780, I as- 
sume that the 14 days for 1779 and 
the 10 days for 1780 should be credit- 
the 5 days for 1779 which they have 
left out of the records should be cre- 
dited to Nicholas Staring, Sr. also the 
1 day in Capt. Small’s Co.” There 
was a Nicholas Staring Lieut. in Col. 
Jost Herckheimer’s “Grannadier Co.” 
the 6th of May, 1767. He seems to 
have been appointed a Lieut. Aug. 26, 
1775 in Capt. Peter Bellinger’s Co., 
same Regt., but I am unable ot find 
that he ever was promoted any far- 


ther. the Nicholas Star- 
ing Sr. 


He may be 
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There was another Nicholas Star- 
ing who was a private in Capt. Con- 
rad Frank’s Co. May 8, 1767 and I 
am inclined to conclude that this is 
the Nicholas Staring Sr. in Capt. It- 
tig’s Co. in the Revolution and this 
is my reason, viz. On June 11, 1808, 
Henry Nic. Staring and Elizabeth his 
wife, (Peypher) “sold lot 38 in the 
Stone Ridge one half acre in the 
Herkimer village for $300.00. Now 
this was the lot drawn for Nicholas 
Staring the patentee in the Burnetts- 
field Pat. And so we get this Henry 
Nic. Staring the son of Nicholas Nic. 
Staring who at one time called sen- 
ior was the son of Nicholas Staring 
who drew Lot 42 on the south side 
in the Burnettsfield, who we first 
find on the Hudson and in Schoharie 
and no doubt was dead at the time 
of the Revolution. It was the grand 
children of these patentees who real- 
ly got and sold these small Herkimer 
village lots, in the large Petri lot as 
I have shown in case of the Hess, 
Coring, Fox, Shoemaker families. So 
this gives us the line from Nicholas 
Staring the patentee down to Henry 
Nic. Staring and Elizabeth (Pey- 
pher). The children of Henry Nic. 
Staring of German Flatts also check 
with the 1790 census. I will deal with 
them later. I assume that Nicholas 
Nic. was a brother of Henry Nic. 
and Adam Nic. and to add the ease 
of “tracing them perfectly” they each 
had sons during 1791 which they 
named Johannes. But do not con- 
fuse this family with the “Henry 
Jos. Staring Captain. “who was living 
in Schuyler at the time this family 
was living on lot 45 in the Burnetts- 
field at German Flatts. Now all of 
the Revolutionary war record we 
have of Henry Nic. Staring is that he 
served as corporal, for 14 days in 
November, 1779, under tne command 
of Captain Henrich Staring. This to 
me seems too short a time, so let me 
submit all we have in regard to the 
Henry or Heinrich Starings who 


served in the Revolution. Aside from 
what I have given we have: “Henry 
An in Cantain Michael 


Ittig’s Company, Colonel Peter Bel- 
linger‘s regiment of New York Mili- 
tia of German Flatts District in the 
County of Tryon. His tours of duty 
are enumerated as follows: “To 
Johns Town Feb. 7, 1776, 4 days, on 
guard at ye house of Frd. fox, Oct. 
17, 1776, 5 days, Gen. Herkmar’s Bat- 
tle, August 6, 1777, 8 days, a Scout 
sent by Col. Bellinger,, June By, UPR 
1 day;” also services for various per- 
iods during June, July, August, Sep- 
tember and October, a total of 61 
day. Now let me give all that Wash- 
ington, D. C. has in regard to Capt. 
Henrich Staring. viz. “Heinrich 
Staring (name also borne as Henrig, 
Heinrig, Hanry and Heinrich Star- 
ing and as Hendrich Stering) served 
in the Revolutionary war as a Cap- 
tain in Col. Peter Bellinger’s Regi- 
ment New York Militia also designat- 
ed as the 4th New York State Reg- 
iment of Militia, also Regiment of 
Tryon Co. Militia. Neither the date 
of his entry into service nor the 
date of his separation therefrom is 
shown.” “Henry Staring. His name 
appears on a list dated Stone Arabia, 
Tryon County, Feb. 20, 1782, of 
Men’s names who were prisoners by 
the enemy in Tryon County, New 
York. This record does not show 
rank, organization or date when tak- 
en prisoner, or whether it relates to 
either of the men whose record is 
given above.” 


Now the book called the “New 
York State Archives” says that Hen- 
ry Staring, priv. Capt. Frank’s Co. 
Col. Bellinger’s Regt., was a prisoner 
from Oct. 16, 1780 to Nov. 10, 1782. 
Now the books called New York in 
the Revolution gives only two Henry 
or Henrich Staring and they are both 
Peter Bellinger’s Regt. one a private 
and one a captain. The census of 
1790 shows only two Henry or Hen- 
rich Starings as heads of families 
in New York State and they are the 
well known Henry N. Staring of Ger- 
man Flatts and Henry Staring who 
ig recorded as in the town of Herki- 


“mer. He lived at the time of his 


death at Schuyler, He was the Capt. 
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Lieut. Col. etc. Now Stone says that 
there are two other Henry Starings 
One the son of one Valentine Staring, 
he says that this Henry was born 
about 1730 and that he served as 
Capt. in Col. Bellinger’ Regt. The 
same as his record for Henry Star- 
ing who was Captain and because 
Lieut. Col. So we know he is abso- 
lutely wrong. Now he has another 
Henry Staring a son of another Val- 
entine Staring which he says was a 
prisoner, but he leaves out of his 
book entirely the name of Henry 
Nic. Staring whose line I have shown 
goes straight back to Nicholas Star- 
ing the patentee. Now until I can 
find more proof I shall agree with 
the N. Y. in Rev. and the 1790 census 
that the 14 days only, which Henrich 
Nic. Staring as Corpl. was a tempor- 
ary assignment, and that he served 
much more than those 14 days. My 
copy of Capt. Frank’s Co. gives Hen- 
rig Staring 20 day in 1779 and 7 days 
in 1780. Now unless we follow the 
N. Y. in the Rev. with only two Hen- 
ry Starings in the Revolution we 
have nothing for one of them to do. 
Now I believe that the Henry Staring 
in Capt. Ittig’s Co. who goes to Johns 
Town and Oriskany etc. is the Henry 
Staring which becomes captain June 
25, 1778. It is not reasonable to sup- 
pose that when his neighbors, his 
brothers in law and probably his 
brothers and cousins, are “going plac- 
es and doing things” that he would 
be sitting on the side lines all this 
time, from the time he was private 
in Capt. Conrad Frank’s Co. which 
later became the Capt. Ittig Co. to 
the time he was Capt., and then sud- 
denly became a captain. There is no 
record that he ever was appointed a 
Lieut. The time between Aug. 26, 
1775 to June 25, 1778, when the reor- 
ganizaiton took place due to the 
Oriskany slaughter is very bare of 
records of promotions. We must 
remember that the first book of the 
Council of Appointments, one copy 
only was published and this was 


burned. This covered the later part 


and much of the Revolution. No 


doubt he acted as captain from about 
the date of the Oriskany battle until 
he really got his commission June 
25, 1778. I do not believe he was ap- 
pointed a captain with no experience 
even though his father in law was a 
member of the Com. of Safety, the 
appointing power during the fore 
part of the Revolution. At the pres- 
ent time I am convinced that Hen- 
rich Nic. goes back to his grand- 
father Nicholas Staring the patentee 
and that Henrich Jos. Staring Cap- 
tain may have been the son of Joseph 
the son of Nicholas the Patentee, 
everything points that way now.

In this my final article on the his- 
torical, political and military sides of 
the story of the Staring family, for 
the present, I wish to deal with the 
remaining members of the Staring 
in the Revolution, and with several 
military, political and civil records 
directly after the Revolution. This 
may help to clear up some of the 
misunderstandings as to when these 
several Starings were really holding 
their commissions in the militia. I 
have found that many of the ‘Cap- 
tains” in the Mohawk valley were 
“peace time captains” but due to not 
understanding the working of the 
militia, these captains were clamed 
to have served in the Revolution. I 
have one case in the Hess family, 
where one John Hess got a certifi- 
cate for service in the war of 1812 
and his descendants claimed that this 
was evidence that he served in the 
Revolution until I explained the dif- 
ference. “The records show the fol- 
lowing services in the Revolutionary 
War. Conrat Staring served in Col- 
onel Bellinger’s Regt. rank and com- 
pany not shown, neither is the period 
of service indicated, but on May 9, 
1785 he received a certificate for his 
service, amounting to L8-8-2 (3 
pounds, 8 shillings, 2 pence.) “Con- 
radt Staring (also born as Cunrod 
Staring), rank not shown, served in 
Captain Huber’s Co. in Col. Peter Bel- 
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linger’s Regiment of New York Mi- 
litia. A roll, not dated except as to 
the year 1778, shows pay due for 99 
days, with the remark: “33 days can- 
celled.” (It should be noted that this 
is the year when many others serv- 
ed during June, July, August, Sep- 
tember and October for some 60 odd 
days, and probably this is for the 
same months of service. ) Another 
pay roll dated May 9, 1778, shows 12 
days and a third pay roll dated Bor- 
nots Field, June, 1779, shows 3 days. 
The records also show’ that “Jacob 
Staring served as a private in Klock’s 
Regiment, New York Militia. The 
period of his service is not shown. 
He received for his services a certi- 
ficate for L0-14-2 on June 25, year 
not stated. The name Jacob Staring 
appears on a list dated Stone Arabia 
Tryon County February 20, 1782 of 
the men’s names who were taken pri- 
soner in Tryon Co., N. Y., rank, or- 
ganization and date when captured 
not shown, nor do the records show 
whether or not this relates to the Ja- 
cob Staring given above.” (The book 
called “New York State Archives” 
says that Jacob Staring, a private in 
Capt. Christian House’s Company, 
Klock’s Regt. was a prisoner from 
May 21, 1780 to May 21, 1783). Hence 
I conclude that they are ‘one and the 
same person. “The records also 
show that one Joseph Staring, rank 
not shown, served in Fisher’s Regi- 
ment, New York Militia. The period 
of his service is not shown, but on 
May 30, 1785, he received a certificate 
for 4L (4 pounds) for his service in 
that organization. (The Fisher re- 
cords are very incomplete). Now 
here I wish to submit two records for 
what they are worth, viz. “The re- 
cords of this office show that John 
Starin, rank not stated, se-ved in the 
Revolutionary war in Fisher’s Regi- 
ment, New York Militia. Several cer- 
tificates for various sums were paid 
to him for his service, on May 31, 
1785.” “The records also show that 
the name “Philip Starn” appears on 
a New York record in a receipt roll 
under the following heading: “We 


|Staring, etc., you 


whose Names are hereunder written 
do acknowledge to have received the 
sums of money set opposite our re- 
spective names. Being in notes sign- 
ed by the Treasurer of the State of 
New York and in full for our services 
in Col. Frederick Fisher’s Regt. of 
Militia in the county of Tryon during 
the late war. Received from Lieut. 
Col Volkert Veeder, June 3, 1785. This 
roll is sworn to by Lieut. Col. Veed- 
er on Feb. 16, 1786.” “New York in 
the Revolution” says that there was 
also a “Frederick Starin” in the 
Fisher’s Regt. but records in Wash- 
ington does not contain his name 
they say. Capt. Marx Petry’s Co. 
Feb. 26th, 1757, shows a. “Josep” 
Staring, a “phillips” Staring and 
“fredrick” Staring, please note 
spelling of last name in each case. 
Now Stone says that John, Philip 
and Frederick ‘“Starin’” are the sons 
of | Phailipy Lt that be true they 
would seem to be the sons of this 
“phillips” Staring who served in 
Capt, Petryisi-Co; in’ 175%) ) Because 
the Philip (born 1759 according to 
Stone) who served in the Rev. would 
not have been born. Now what be- 
came of the “fredrick” Staring who 
served in Capt. Petry’s Co. 1757. W. 
L. Stone does not mention him at all, 
but he calls this “phillips” Staring, 
Philip Frederick Adam “Starin”. 
Now since he has left out “fredrick” 
has he combined the two? Now what 
does this “Adam” indicate? If we 
follow the regular method used in the 
Mchawk valley to classify names we 
would have Philip the son of Adam. 
This Adam (Johann Adam) when 
married was son of Johann Nicholas 
remember. So I 
venture the statement that “phillips” 
Philip Ad. Nic. Staring and “fred- 
rick” Frederick Ad. Nic. Staring are 
brothers and a cousin to “Josep” 
because Joseph Staring was the son 
of Nicholas Nic. Staring who got 
small lot in Herkimer village which 
Henry Nic. Staring sold June 11, 
1808. Now Stone says that this Philip 
was born 1715, if so he could not 
have been the son of Frederick and 
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he the son of Adam (Johann Adam 
on the Hudson.) Now I am ready 
to give my opinion in regard to the 
seven patentees in the Burnettsfield 
patent. First, we have shown that 
Joseph Staring who got Lot 41 was 
the son of Nicholas Staring who got 
Lot 42 both on the south side. Sec- 
ond John Valentine Staring, Jr. who 
got Lot No. 1 on south side was of 
course the son of John Valentine 
Staring, Sr. who got Lot No. 6 on 
the north side of the river and third, 
That Frederick Staring who got lot 
24 was the son of Adam Staring who 
got Lot 2 and his wife Anna Maria 
who got Lot 13 all on the north side 
of the Mohawk at German Flatts, 
and fourth, That John Valentine 
Staring, Sr. also Johann Nicholas 
Staring, Jr. who we first find on the 
Hudson and Johann Adam Staring, 
Sr. getting married on the Hudson 
and later both baptising their child- 
ren in Schoharie were the sons of 
Johann Nicholas Staring, Sr. of the 
Palatinate and that he did not come 
to this country. I know I have in- 
troduced the “three brother” tradi- 
tion of all of the Mohawk valley, 
but all of the evidence so far seems 
to prove that this idea is correct. 
Here is a record that also helps to 
add to Mr. Deuel’s statement as_ to 
ihe father of Judge Staring, viz., 
Sept. 11, 1788, a Henrich, Parents, 
Theobald Deitrich and Margaret. 
Vitnesses, Henrich Joseph Staring 
and Elizabeth. There has always 
been a tradition in our Hess family 
that Maria Staring, who married 
I'redericck Hess, Sr. was the sister 
of Judge Henrich Staring. I find Ma- 
ria J. Staring acting as sponsor on 
several occasions. This would also 
help to show that their father was 
Joseph Staring. Now Joseph Staring 
and Nicholas Nic. Staring were broth- 
ers, Henrich Jos. Staring, Capt. and 
Henrich Nic. Staring would be cou- 
sins as Mr. Deuel stated in his letter 
on the Starings, think we have made 
some progress. I thought I had the 
“Attam” (Adam) Staring Sr. with his 
two sons George and “Pitter” (Pet- 


er) line through, but I have what 
seems to be two Peters to my confu- 
sion. I now wish to submit the names 
of the Starings who were Heads of 
Families in 1790 as reported in the 
1720 Census. In the first column we 
have the males over 16 including 
the head of the family, in the 2nd. 
boys under 16 and in the 8rd is giv- 
en the women including the wife of 
the head of the family. From Ger- 
man Flatts, Adam Staring Sr. 3-2-2. 
Joseph Staring, 2-2-7, Nicholas Star- 
ing 3-2-4, Adam N. Staring 3-1-6, 
Henry N. Staring 1-2-3. From Her- 
kimer Henry Staring 3-4-5, Adam 
Staring 2-3-4 and 2 slaves, Adam A. 
Staring 1-1-4, Adam Staring 1-0-4, 
Jacob Staring 1-0-2, “Falentine’, i. e. 
Valentine Staring 2-0-2. From Mo- 
hawk William Staring 1-1-3, John 
Staring 1-3-2, Philip Staring 1-3-3, 
Frederick Staring 2-2-2, Adam Star- 
ing 1-3-3. Here are three names 
from the town of Palatine spelled 
Stauring which may have come from 
the Adam Staring in Klock’s Regt. I 
will give them for future considera- 
tion. George Stauring 1-0-3, Jacob 
Stauring 2-0-3, Conrad Stauring 1-2-4. 
Iam giving these names in this cen- 
sus to aid as a check when we try to 
give some of the genealogy of these 
families. Adam Staring was com’d 
Captain Oct. 2, 1786, resigned, 1811. 

Nicholas Staring, Jr. Capt. Oct. 9, 
1793, resigned April 18, 1800. 

Henry N. Staring Capt. March 26, 
1797, resigned Nov. 11, 1800. 

Adam Staring Jr. Capt. Jan. 28, 
1803. 

According to W. L. Stone all of 
these Mohawk Staring families given 
in the 1790 census were descendants 
of Philip Frederick Adam Starin. If 
we follow the usual meaning of these 
Mohawk valley names, the Frederick 
would be impossible, because if the 
date of the birth of Philip 1715 be 
correct as given by Stone it would be 
impossible for Adam (Johann Adam) 
Staring and Anna Maria to have a 
Frederick who could have been the 
father of this Philip. And as “fred- 
rick” Staring has been left out I as-

sume that there may be a confusion 
here, unless Johann Adam had been 
married before he married the widow 
Anna Maria Lifenius. Ww. L. Stone 
has given a very extended account of 
these Mohawk Staring families which 
he says lived at Glen, N. Y. and as 
he has been more careful to give the 
day, month and year of the birth, 
etc., of these families and their de- 
scendants I assume that he was more 
careful in collecting the data. Fur- 
thermore as “it is alledged” that the 
Hon. John H. Starin was the ‘motive 
power” behind the “Book of Starins” 
and was the “sponsor at the birth 

and baptism” and as the Hon. John 
H. is said to have belonged to this 
pranch, it is only reasonable to sup- 
pose that W. L. Stone would use 
more care in tracing this branch than 
he did the rest at least I hope so. It 
would appear from Stone that this 
family was a leader in the Church at 


the Dutch Re- 
formed church”. 


“old Caughnawaga 
That John “led the 


choir,” that seems to have been 

quite an honor in those days. I find 
it recorded as one of the honors in 
the Hess family records. “After the 
war John kept an Inn at Fultonville.” 
There seemed to be nothing inconsis- 
tent in those days in being a leader 
in the church and running a tavern 
or inn. The Judge Henrich Staring at 
the same time that he was Judge of 
Common Pleas kept a ‘Public 
House” i. e. a tavern or inn and at 
the same time they held church and 
communion services in his barn. I 
do not expect to deal further with 
this Philip Staring (Starin) branch 

unless I find something special. 

In my next articles when I get 
them ready I hope to give some 
births, marriages, land transfers, 
wills, etc., from which we may be 
able to trace some genealogy farther 
down towards the present and con- 
nect them with the past.

When talk of a move began, 
the Australian government, 
which administers Nauru, offer- 


in-|ed to take in the entire com- 


munity and provide free homes, 

-| furniture, clothes, and jobs. But 
the islanders, proud of their cul- 
ture, language, and traditions, 
feared they would lose their 
identity in the vast Australian 
continent. 

Nauru, once called ‘‘the lone- 
liest island in a lonely sea,” is 
one of the world’s major sources 
of phosphate. The eight - square- 


en-|mile atoll is literally a huge 


:\chunk of phosphate rock. The 
-\rich fertilizer was probably 
created by thousands of years 
of guano deposits building up on 
coral formations. Commer- 
-|cial mining began in 1906 when 
sla mineralogist in Australia 
-|found that a rock doorstep sou- 
venir from Nauru was almost 
pure phosphate. 
Discovered in 1798 by an 


American whaling skipper, 
Nauru was first called Pleasant 
Island because of its cool, palm- 
fringed shoreline and gracious 
brown - skinned people. Whal- 
ing ships frequently dropped an- 
chor to swap muskets for coco- 
nuts and pigs. . 

Germany annexed Nauru in 
1888, and in 1919, after World 
War I, Nauru became a League 
of Nations Mandate administer- 
ed by Australia. It became a 
U.N. Trust Territory after World 
War II. 

While the mining boom lasts, 
Nauruans enjoy one of the high- 
est living standards in the Paci- 
fic. The British Phosphate Com- 
missioners, who control mintsg 
operations, pay both leases 
and royalties to the individual 
Nauruans on whose land the 
phosphate is mined. 

Nauru has no taxes or unem-- 
ployment, and islanders enjoy 
free schools, medical care, elec- 
tric power and light, water, and 
movies. Apart from phosphate 
mining, Nauruans do a little 


gardening, fishing, pig and 
poultry raising. It is not sur- 
prising that healthy, happy 
Nauruans are having trouble 
finding a similar island para- 
dise.
